that Beverwyk Van Dnyvil had suc- 
cnmbod to tho charms of tho bountiful 
I&pcranza.

UeviTwyit Van Unyvil was uiy jasi 01 
the Vim Duyvils, that illustriouB fam- 
ily which, tradition says, wasono of tho 
few families that before settling in New 
Amsterdam enjoyed distinction in the 
mother country. Thy Van Duyvils had 
never been butchers or bakers or even 
shoemakers. There was therefore noth- 
ing left for them to IK) but gwitleincn of 
leisure or governors. 


The last representative of this honor- 


able line was very rich, very much of a 
person, not a germaii leader or n ball 
organixer. hut a man of parts and posi- 
tions. Hi had never so far forgotten the 
glory *>f tho Van Duyvils as to pay his 
addresses to tho scion of any hut first 
families in Boston and Philadelphia. 
New York women did not meet with his 
approbation. And now he sighed at a 
pair of {'iiliftiniian feet that had onee 
run bare- and brown on the dusty by- 
roads about Mmvd. 


Even old O'Shea was nattered in his

That the young lady was cold 
and unresponsive proved to Deventyk 
Van Dnyvil that she was a trifle more 
original than (lie scions of the first fam- 
ilies whom he, had heretofore honored 
with his regard. It was meet that a fu- 
ture-Van Duyvil should hold herself 
high. 


When he finally asked her to marry
